Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 27 
October 2008 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 27 October 2008 is 
noted. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97 and 1 .98. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention is deemed to be a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention of U.S. Pat. No. 7,276,122. The improvement comprises the use of a two 
chamber load-lock having a dry vacuum pump integrally connected with a mating 
system of the load-lock such that the flange of the mating system forms a molecular 
drag compression stage within the pump and having first and second values which 
include valve stems extending through the support plate to selectively provide 
communication between the pump and the chambers. The valve stem arrangement is 
materially different from the baffle valve described by U.S. Pat. No. 7,276,122.
